M U RD ERED H IS FA TH ER -IN -LA W . 


A M ine Over W h ich Two Men H ave 
Lost Their Lives. 
F re sn o , May 6th.—Inform ation has just 
reached the Sheriff’s office that W . J. Sulli­ 
van bad killed nis father-in-law, J. M. Cor- 
rick, at Temperance Flat, the result of a 
fam ily fend. 
Two weeks ago Corrick went to a m ine 
near Temperance F lat with E. Rowe and 
began to work. This m ine has been the 
source of m uch trouble in the Corrick fam­ 
ily for the past three y ean. Henry Sulli­ 
van, a son-in-law of Corrick, had a claim 
on it and they quarrelled every time either 
attempted to work it. One tim e Sullivan 
tried to drive Corrick off with a pick- 
handle, but Corrick had a shotgun at hand 
and took a couple of shots at him . 
It was in regard to working this m ine 
that young Corrick and his cousin. H art, 
got into an altercation over a bridle four 
m onths ago, and H art was killed by young 
Corrick. Ever since Corrick and Rowe ar­ 
rived at the mine, Snliivan, who lived 
near by, has threatened to kill Corrick on 
sight, and has gone arm ed with a H enry 
rifle continuously. This m orning Rowe 
left the m ine on some errand, leaving Cor­ 
rick working the arastra. A short distance 
away he saw Sullivan with his rifle in bis 
hand, and before he bad gone a quarter of a 
m ile he heard the report of the gun. H e 
returned to the m ine and found Corrick 
dead, with a bullet hole just under his left 
eye. 


INDECENT CIRCULARS. 


McCann Sentenced to Two Years* Im­ 
prisonment nt Hard Labor. 


8 a n F r a n c is c o , May 6th.—Thomas E. 
McCann, who was arrested a t the instance 
of the Society for the Prevention of Vice 
on J uly 27th last, and charged by Agent 
Bennett w ith m ailing circulars offering 
certain medicines for sale at $1 and $3 per 
box, and also with m ailing the same to 
girls in interior towns, was sentenced this 
afternoon by Judge Hoffman to serve at 
hard labor in the State Prison for two 
years. 
It will be remembered th at McCann fled 
to Canada in August last, leaving his bonds­ 
men in the lurch for $1.000. On the 3d of 
April he was apprehended at Bloomington, 


111., by Postoffice Inspector Flem ing, and 
returned here by a United States Marshal. 
A week ago he pleaded gnilty as charged, 
and was ordered to appear ior sentence. 
Judge Hoffman spoke at great length upon 
the character of the business, and the great 
harm such a circular as that sent prom is­ 
cuously to the youth through the m edium 
of the Postoffice would work, and said 
‘‘the judgm ent of the Court is that you be 
imprisoned at hard labor in the State 
Prison for the term of two Years.'* 
McCann was escorted to the County Jail. 
H is two sm all cnildren that he brought 
with him from Chicago are at the San 
Francisco Foundling Home.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


Emperor William Opens the Reichstag 
With a Speech. 


MEASURES 
FOR 
WORKINGMEN. 


L unatic A sylum B urned in Canada 
and a Large Num ber o f the 
Inm ates Perish.

E M PE R O R W ILL IA M ’S SPEEC H . 


H e O pens th e R eich stag in P erso n —D is­ 
cussing S trikes. 


B e r l i n , May 6th.—The Reichstag was 
opened by the Em peror to-day. 
In his 
opening address his Majesty declared that 
the efforts to m aintain the peace of Europe 
increase. 
H e 
expressed the conviction 
that he will sncceed in confirming the con­ 
fidence of the Powers in the pacific policv 
of Germany. 
‘ 
Germany, the Em peror says, recognizes 
it as her duty to protect peace by cultivat­ 
ing an alliance for the purposes of defense 
and by perfecting arm am ents, for which 
purpose a new m ilitary credit will be 
asked. 
The Em peror announced that measures 
would be presented for im proving the con­ 
dition of workingmen. The strikes during 
the year suggested an examination of the 
question w hether the existing laws ade­ 
quately took into account the justifiable 
wishes of the workingmen. The quesiions 
claiming the toremost attention were those 
of Sunday rest and women’s and children’s 
labor. 
The Federal Governments were 
convinced that the proposals of the last 
Reichstag might, in the essential points, 
become law w ithout detrim ent to the other 
interests. The legal provisions for the 
protection of the workingmen against the 
dangers threatening their lives, health and 
morals were susceptible of am endm ent, as 
were also the laws relative to the issue of 
labor regulations. 
The rules concerning 
workingm en’s books also required to be 
supplemented, with the object of assuring 
parental authority, in view of the increas­ 
ing insubordination among youthful w ork­ 
ingmen. A bill on this subject will be laid 
before the Reichstag. A nother bill will be 
subm itted for the better regulation and or­ 
ganization of the Industrial Courts of A rbi­ 
tration. 
The Em peror continued: “ I trust you 
are willidg to co-operate to bring about an 
agreement between the legislative bodies 
upon proposed reforms, and thus take a 
significant forward step in the peaceful de­ 
velopm ent of the conditions of labor. 
A 
just solicitude for the workmen constitutes 
the most effectual means by which to 
strengthen those resources, by means of 
which I and my exalted allies are resolved 
to oppose, with unbending determination, 
any attem pt to disturb the legal order of 
things. In effecting these reforms only 
such measures will come up for considera­ 
tion as can be carried out w ithout endan­ 
gering the industry of the Fatherland. Our 
industry only forms a link in the economic 
work of nations competing in the world's 
markets. I have therefore made a point of 
going about among the European States 
whose economic position has the same 
character for the exchange of views regard­ 
ing a joint recognition of legislation re­ 
quired to protect the workiDgmen. I most 
gratefully acknowledge the favorable re­ 
ception of my suggestions by all the States 
concerned. The resolutions adopted by 
the recent labor conference in Berlin ex­ 
pressed common views on the most im ­ 
portant field of work and culture of our 
times. I do not doubt that the principles 
laid down in those resolutions will form 
the seed under God’s help from w hich will 
spring up happiness, and that the w ork­ 
ingmen will be blessed by fruit which will 
be harm onious relations between the peo­ 
ple.” 
‘ 
Referring to the foreign relations of Ger­ 
m any, his Majesty said his efforts were u n ­ 
ceasingly directed toward a m aintenance of 
peace. H e said : “I am able to express the 
conviction that my endeavors to strengthen 
the confidence of all foreign Governments 
in the security afforded by our policy have 
been successful with the Em peror and his 
excellent allies. The nation recognizes the 
duty of protecting peace by cultivating an 
alliance conclndpd for the purposes of the 
defense of auy displacem ent of the balance 
of power and the dangers to political equi­ 
librium , 
consequently 
the 
guarantees 
thereby afforded for a successful m ainte­ 
nance of peace. Since the bases of our 
m ilitary constitution were settled, the m il­ 
itary organizations of our neighbors have 
been extended to an unforseen degree. 
W hat has been done by ns has thus been 
rendered inadequate in order to prevent 
the displacing of the whole situation to our 
disadvantage. It is necessary to secure 
peace to strengthen our different arms, 
especially the field artillery. A bill will 
be snbm itted enacting that the increase of 
the arm y shall come into effect on the 1st 
of October.” 
Touching colonial affairs, the Emperor 
said the action taken in East Africa for the 
suppression of the slave trade and the pro­ 
tection of Germany’s interests has pro­ 
gressed duriDg the last few m onths. 
It is 
hoppd that tranquility will soon prevail in 
thost regions. 
The reading of the Em peror’s speech 
was frequently interrupted by cheers. After 
the delivery of the speech Chancellor Yon 
Caprivi declared the Reichstag open. 
The members of the Freisinige party 
laid a motion on the table demanding that 
a bill be passed reducing the corn duty to 
three m arks per double quintal and abolish­ 
ing the beet-root tax and the export boun­ 
ties, and withdrawing from the distilleries 
the existing privileges relating to the spirit 
tax, and finally demanding a general re­ 
vision of the tariffs, with a view to the 
abolition of corn and cattle duties and a 
' eduction of the duties on other articles of 
general consum ption, especially farm pro­ 
ducts. 
The Socialists will introduce a bill for 
the immediate repeal of the corn duties. 
The new m ilitary bill fixes the peace ef­ 
fective at 466,783 troops, exclusive of one- 
year volunteers. After October 1st the 
arm y will consist of 538 battalions of in­ 
fantry, 465 sqnadrons of cavalry, 434 field 
batteries, 31 batteries on foot, 20 pioneers 
and 21 train battalions. The non-recurring 
expenditnres entailed by the new measures 
am ount to 31,500,000 marks. The increase 
in the perm anent yearly expenditures is 
18,000,000 marks. 
EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


B e r l i n , May 6th.—The Tagblait, in com­ 
m enting on Em peror W illiam ’s speech, 
says; “It is significant that it shows no in ­ 
tention to m aintain the Socialist law. 
His 
views on the duties of the Government 
m ust be approved everywhere. The scope 
of his measures to protect the workmen is 
limited by the avowal that Germany’s in ­ 
dustrial activity will not be affected, there­ 
fore the w orkm en’s interests will not be 
affected. The Radicals, anim ated bv patri­ 
otic zeal, will doubtless be witling to grant 
all that is required to strengthen the coun­ 
try's defensive forces.” 


It is reported that terrible scenes followed 
the discovery of the fire. The attendants 
were fighting with hundreds of violent in­ 
sane persona who struggled, screamed, 
swore, and attempted to throw themselves 
from the windows and roofs. 
It is now 
said that fully 120 patients perished in the 
flames. The building, which co3t $1,000,­ 
000. is completely destroyed. 
The disorder during the tire at Longue 
Pointe Lunatic Asylum was so great that 
it was impossible to obtain anything like 
a correct estimate of the killed this after­ 
noon, and an accurate list of the lives lost 
cannot be obtained this evening. 
Dr. Borque, the physician of the hospital, 
says he does not think the num ber killed 
will exceed fifty or sixty, bnt Dr. Burgess 
of the Protestant Insane Asylum , says the 
loss may reach a larger number. H e says a 
state of chaos exists aud the sisters have 
no means of checking the registers, as 
friends of the inmates are carrying them 
off in carriages, and the road to'the city is 
lined with cabs. 
About ninety patients in the sm all cells, 
m any of them raving maniacs, some in 
chains and fetters, had no means of escape. 
The fire was discovered by J. A. McKenna of 
Buriimrton, Vermont, who only entered 
the asylum this morning for treatm ent for 
the loss of mem ory. 
H e was sittiug in the 
room after being examined and felt the 
plaster on the wall growing warm. 
He 
sprang to his feet and ran out. shouting 
fire. 
H e became confused after 
being 
nearly smothered with smoke, bnt gained 
the door, accompanied bv J. J. Enright, of 
Burlington. 
McKenna was quite rational, but greatly 
terrified. 
H e lost all his effects. The fire 
broke out in the northwestern building, 
and rushing up the elevator, attacked the 
roof, from which it spread to the large cen­ 
tral building with incredible rapidity, con­ 
sidering the solid character of the structure, 
and swept everything before it. 
Dense volumes of’ smoke burst through 
the windows, and then the flames shot 
through the root high into the air, a red 
mass, and dyeing the sky for miles. 
The smoke increased and the flames 
burst through every barrier, and within an 
hour the vast pile was doomed. 
The roof of the central building fell in 
with a loud report like a cannon and the 
heat grew desperate. The fierce glow could 
be felt on the cheek from the high road at 
the end of the long avenue. 
The walls toppled and fell, and only the 
black ragged rem ains stood at 2 o'clock. 
No power on earth could have checkea the 
fire. 
There were 1.600 inm ates in the bnilding, 
m any bedridden. As fast as possible they 
were rushed to the western wing and h u r­ 
ried down the stairs or out upon the 
gronnds. 
There upon the wet grass they were hud­ 
dled togetner under the cover of blankets, 
or went wandering through the grounds 
w ith faces untouched by the horror of the 
scene, or lyiDg down sleeping with old 
quilts for pillows, or bum m ing airs which 
breathed the spirit of happiness, or looking 
up into the flames with misery stamped on 
their pallied countenances, while around 
them walls fell and roofs crashed. 
More than a thousand helpless creatures 
were gathered together w ithin the íd c ío s - 
nre, guarded by only one man. One young 
girl, in the m idst of the drizzling rain, 
sat at a piano in the grounds 
and 
played music while the flames rose above 
her. Those who saw the spectacle will 
never forget it. 
Bub-chief 
Naud was 
asked how many lives were lost. 
H e said, 
“ I don’t know. I heard there were some 
hundreds. W ho can tell now ?" 
A fireman said : 
“ I saw dozens strug­ 
gling against those bars,” pointing to the 
top windows in the rear of the central 
bui|ding. 
"They were blackened 
and 
shrieking, but no help could reach them, 
and they fell back into the flames.” 
“ I saw a large num ber of men and 
women clinging to the windows,” said the 
fireman, “ but nothing could be done. How 
m any perished no one knows. I tried to 
rescue two women but could not reach 
them .” 
Seven m en are known to be 
among the victims. 


TURNED T R A IT O R . 


G R EA T DISASTER. 


M any Live* L ost tn th e B u rn in g of a L u ­ 
n a tic A sylum . 


M o n t r e a l , May 6th.— LoDgue Pointe 
Lunatic Asylum is burning. The asylum 
contained about 1,500 patients. 
Longue 
Pointe is abont six miles by rail east of 
Montreal. 
The 
asylum 
caught fire about 11:30 
o’clock this m orning. 
At 2 o’clock the 
bnilding was a mass of flames. There are 
believed to be from 100 to 150 insane in­ 
mates in the building w ith no chance of 
escape. The fire apparatus at the asylum 
is utterly inadequate and several steamers 
have been forwarded from here on a spe­ 
cial train. H undreds of lunatics, male 
and female, are gronped together in the 
asylum grounds. Nuns are m aking every 
effort to control them and allay their 
fears, and as rapidly as possible the poor 
creatures are being removed to places of 
shelter in the neighborhood. 
L a t e r . —The asylum is burning to the 
ground, aDd in an hour nothing w ill be 
left bnt the ruins of the walls. The fire 
originated, it is said, in a cupboard in the 
middle wing of the structure. 
The partic­ 
ulars of the calamity reach here slowly. 


A R u ssian O fficer is C onsigned to a L iv­ 
ing Tom b. 
St. 
P e t e r s b u r g , 
May 
6th.— Captain 
Schmidt of the Russian navy has been 
taken to the Schlusselberg prison, near 
Lake Lagoda, and it is doubtful whether he 
will ever be seen again alive. The crime 
for which he has been removed to this liv­ 
ing tomb was that he was discovered pre­ 
paring a plan 
the fortress at Cronstadt 
for the German Government. The latest 
news concerning the discovery is that the 
m ilitary attache of the German Lega­ 
tion is implicated, and the fact that Ger­ 
m any is the intending purchaser of the 
key to Russia has made the feeling against 
the adm inistration very bitter and very 
strong. 
Cronstadt is a fortress to which no 
stranger is admitted, no m atter how distin­ 
guished he may be, nor can a Russian, u n ­ 
less he is one of the garrison specially told 
off for the fortress, enter the gates and re­ 
tain his freedom. Its plan is changed every 
year, and the utm ost secrecy is observed in 
regard to the details of its garrison and ar­ 
rangem ents. W ithout Cronstadt the mag­ 
nificent city of St. Petersburg could in one 
hour be laid in ruins by any first-class w ar­ 
ship that floats. Cronstadt is the key to 
Russia, and that it has been in danger, and 
may be yet, thrills the adm inistration with 
horror and fear. The plan will be changed 
at once. 
S t. P etersburg, 
May 
6 th .— Captain 
Schmidt, of the Russian navy, who was 
charged with preparing plans of the Cron­ 
stadt fortress for the German Government, 
has been liherated in absence of sufficient 
evidence to convict him . H e has been 
dismissed from the service. 


PANAM A CANAL. 


Sum N ecessary to C om plete th e W ork 
B egun by D e L esseps. 


P a r i s , May 6th.—The report of the spe­ 
cial Commission to inquire iDto completing 
the Panam a canal has been given to the 
public. The Commission says the canal 
can be completed on the lock system for 
900.000,000 francs. It is estimated the re­ 
ceipts the first four years after completion 
will be, say 38,000,000 francs per vear, from 
the fourth to the twelfth vear at 50,000,000 
francs, and thereafter a t ‘61,000,000 francs 
per annum , the cost being 10,000,000 francs 
per annum . The Commission reports that 
h alf the material of the old company is in 
good condition, and can be used for the 
continuance of the work. The Commis­ 
sion recommends as the best solntion of the 
financial question that the m aritim e States 
guarantee interest on the capital of 900,000,­ 
000 francs required for the completion of 
the great enterprise. 


G igantic Schem e. 
L o n d o n , May 6th.—An engineer nam ed 
Titley, an American, advocates a scheme 
in the Pall Mall Gazette for adding a large 
superficial space to London by bridging the 
Tham es from London to Putney, the plat­ 
form to rest upon tubular tunnels, stretch­ 
ing from shore to shore. 
About five miles 
additional space would be added, giving 
room for new avenues, an electric tramway, 
etc. The tunnels beneath to be lighted by 
electricity, with stations at intervals to ac­ 
commodate river traffic.

KENTUCKY’S DEAD. 


F u n e ra l Services lu th e S enate C h a m b e r 
L argely A tten d ed . 
W ashington, May 6th.—The funeral of 
Senator Beck took place to-dav in the Sen­ 
ate Chamber, and notw ithstanding the in­ 
clement weather the galleries were crowded 
early, and many were unable to secure ad­ 
m ittance. 
At 10 o clock the remains were 
escorted from Congressman Breckinridge s 
residence by the Committee of Arrange­ 
ments and the Joint Congressional Com­ 
m ittee to the Senate Chambers, where they 
were laid in state in the marble-room, and 
were viewed by nianv thousands of triends 
of the bluff old Scotchmen. 
At 12 o'clock the Senate convened and 
listened to a prayer by Chaplain Butler. 
After the reading of the journal, the order 
of exercises was read and entered u;>on the 
journal. The Senate then took recets until 
12:30 o’clock. 
At 12:50 the House of Representatives 
entered the Senate Chamber in a body aud 
were assigned to seats. Speaker Used took 
a seat beside President (pro tempore) In­ 
galls. The Supreme Court followed, with 
Chief Justice Fuller at the head. The 
Diplomatic Corps came next, the President 
and Secretaries Blaine, W indom, Tracv, 
Noble, Proctor and Rusk, and Postmaster- 
General W anamaker were next adm itted 
and assigned seats in the front. 
The re­ 
mains were then brought in, escorted by 
the honorary pall-besrers. committees, etc., 
and followed by mourners aud took places 
in front of the presiding officer's desk. 
President pro tempore Ingalls rapped the 
assemblage to order. 
Dr. Bullock, ex­ 
Chaplain of the Senate, invoked divine 
blessing and read a chapter from the Gos­ 
pel. Chaplain Butler then read from the 
funeral service of the Lutheran ritual and 
followed it with a loDg prayer. 
This 
ended the services and the remains were 
taken to the depot to be conveyed by spe­ 
cial train to Lexington, Ky., for burial. 


DISCUSSING 
SILVER. 


S en ato r S tew art P le ased W ith th e J o n e s 
B ill. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 6th.—An effort was 
made by the Senate Republican Silver 
Committee to-day to agree upon a silver 
bill to be reported to the caucus. Three of 
the thirteen members were absent. The 
ten present, together with Senator Stewart, 
who_ was invited to take part in the pro­ 
ceedings, after a discussion lasting nearly 
three hours, decided to report to the caucus 
to be held some day this week the bill re­ 
ported by Senator Jones from the Finance 
Committee some weeks ago, with am end­ 
ments. 
One of the am endm ents strikes out the 
provision reported in the bill that notes 
issued for the purchase of bullion when re­ 
turned shall be cancelled, and instructs the 
Secretary of the Treasury to reissue them, 
with a proviso that the am ount outstand­ 
ing shall not at any time be in excess of 
the am ount paid out for bullion deposited. 
A nother am endm ent is an addition to 
the sixth section of the bill adopted by the 
House caucus, which provides for covering 
into the Treasury about seventy millions 
of lawful money now held for the redem p­ 
tion of national notes. 
Jones’ bill directs the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase m onthly silver bull­ 
ion to the value of $4 500,000. The notes 
in paym ent thereof to be redeemable in 
lawful money. 
Senator Mitchell stated that while per­ 
sonally he was in favor of the free coinage 
of silver, he believed the measure (the 
bullion redemption clause having been 
omitted) to be free from any vicious prin­ 
cipie, and one that, if adopted, would ulti­ 
mately end in free coinage. In this Sena­ 
tor Teller agreed. 


W ASHINGTON N O TE!. 


S ecretary T racy 's R esidence Sold a t a 
Loss. 


W a s h in g to n , May 6th.--Secretary Tracy’s 
residence, tne one in which the catastro­ 
phe occurred, was sold to-day for $30,750. 
It cost him $80,000 one year ago. 
The 
residence of the late Justice Matthews was 
also sold to-day for $81,500. 
Secretary W indom to-day made an award 
of $50,000 to S. L. Moorehead, of San F ran­ 
cisco, for his services in apprehending 
smugglers there about a year ago. This is 
the m axim um am ount that can be awarded 
under the law, and the Secretary stated 
that he willingly made it in this case, as he 
believed Moorehead’s action to have been 
most meritorious. This is the case where 
the two Customs Inspectors had allowed 
opium to pass, and Moorehead, althongh 
but a private citizen, had made the seizure. 
He was offered a larger am ount than this 
award to allow the smugglers to go, but de­ 
clined. 
The smugglers are now in jail 
awaiting trial, and two Inspectors «were 
dismissed from the service. 
The depart­ 
m ent proposes to break up opium smuggling, 
and to that end will make the m axim um 
instead of the m inim um awards to those 
who give necessary information leading to 
the arrest of smugglers.

LAW REFORMS. 


T he State Bar Association is showing 
some real energy in the m atter of legal re­ 
forms. This is commendable. The lawyers 
owe it to the people of the State to devote 
th eir best energies to the correction of the 
ills ol practice and statutes th at now make 
it next to impossible to clear the docket of 
the Supreme Court, and th at make appeals 
taken to that tribunal very often heritages 
for coaling generations. 
The Court is not 
to blame; it lias cleared off in the last 
year over eight hundred cases, and has 
been as diligent a worker as any one could 
demand, in reason. 
Several remedies were proposed at the 
recent meeting of the Bar Association 
and a prom inent one is the amendment of 
the Constitution so as to jrermit of the 
creation of a Court of Appeals, to have 
appellate jurisdiction in all cases where 
not more than $ 1,000 value of property is 
involved. A nother, is to increase the num ­ 
ber of Justices of the Supreme Bench, and 
divide them into three Courts,with districts, 
of which Sacramento, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco shall be the seats. 
It is not vet 
sufficiently disclosed w hat the operation 
and results of these plans would be iu the 
opinion of the lawyers to justify lay ex­ 
pression concerning the wisdom of either. 
W e are convinced of one thing, that the 
practice can be so modified that much use­ 
less litigation will be kept away from the 
A ppellate Court. 
One member of the Bar Association has 
said that in the revision of the laws there 
should he em phatic declaration that no 
woman shall be recognized as a widow who 
was never married, and no woman deemed 
a wife who has not at the altar, either 
civil or religious, been solemnly married, 
and the fact duly authenticated and pub­ 
licly declared. 
This expression is the 
key-note for a great reform at the start. 
T he methods in vogue in this State at 
present, by which so-called m arriage rela­ 
tion? are assumed, are nothing less than 
scandalous, and a shame and a disgrace to 
the people of the State. No person should 
be allowed to assume the m arital relation 
who does not do so with the initiative of 
ceremony of m arriage in the presence of 
official witnesses, and after due authoriza­ 
tion, declaration, and a record made of 
the proceeding. 
All this business of un­ 
w ritten 
contract 
marriages is 
wrong. 
There is ueed also for radical reformation 
in the divorce laws, not perhaps to narrow 
the range of causes, but to so provide that 
collusion will be next to impossible, and 
when discovered punishable as a felony. 
The looseness of our present system is 
scarcely less scandalous than the ease and 
nonchalance with which the marriage rela­ 
tion is assumed—we m ight say prostituted. 
T h e ri is a broad field for reform in the 
m atter of pleadings, and also in the ad­ 
mission of applicants to the bar. 
The 
great num ber of characterless men who 
now parade themselves as lawyers disgrace 
a noble profession, one that ought to be 
esteemed as in the forefront of civiliza­ 
tion. 
The ascertainm ent and doing of 
ju 'tic e should engage the abilities of men 
only who have been adm itted to practice 
because of native ability, high character, 
learning and studious habit. 
If, under our 
presentsystem ,disbarm ent were practicable 
—and it would be if not so interm inably 
tangled with ceremonial and false ideas of 
legal ethics—a surprising number of men 
now practicing at the bar would he set 
adrift to earn their living by their wits, or 
in useful labor. 
The President of the Association referred 
to had the frankness to say th at some of 
the most im portant rights of the people 
are now dependent upon State laws about 
w hich-there is so much uncertainty th at 
the ablest lawyers in the State cannot give 
a jtosiiive opinion, 
lie was not checked 
by any of the eminent counsel present, and 
we must assume, therefore, that his charge 
is true. 
It is therefore shameful that it is 
true, and it is chargeable to the members 
of the bar in largest part that a reform of 
the evil has not earlier been put on foot. 
The President said to the meeting of the 
Association that the layman could not 
suggest remedies for the defects m our sys­ 
tem of laws. 
In a sense this may be true, 
but the layman, even sooner than the law­ 
yer, realizes the ills the defects produce, 
and earlier than the lawyer demands, 
and very frequently, too, he has suggested 
the true remedy. 


T he Association is to meet again in Au­ 
gust, to again consider this m atter of 
reform of the legal system. 
Let us hope 
th a t in the meantime the members of the 
bar will be bold to point out through the 
press what they conceive are the chief ills 
under which the system labors, that the 
people at large may become intelligent 
upon the subject. 
W hen the Association 
again assembles it should lay out its work 
system atically, and get it in such shape 
th a t plans can be presented to the next 
L egislature that will he accepted by law­ 
yers and laymen generally as feasible and 
wise, looking to the changes that will dis­ 
courage litigation, hasten decisions, put an 
end to delays in appealed cases, reform the 


new-trial system, rectify th e scandals of 
the law regarding marriage, divorce and 
adoption, and so correct th e system ef 
pleading th at there will be th at exactness 
essential to rapidity in the settlem ent of 
cases and the doing of justice. 


HYPNOTISM IN A N EW ROLE. 


H ypnotism has taken a new direction, 
and it really begins to look as if it will 
presently he used by physicians as a direct 
and harmless means to ends th at medicine 
cannot accomplish. 
F or instance, passing 
the wonderful cure 
of 
paralysis 
re­ 
ported iu our telegraphic columns yester­ 
day, we have now the statem ent ot an em i­ 
nent physician th at hypnotic influences 
may be used in moral directions, and to 
counteract the effects of vicious habits in 
youth. 
In a recent lecture Dr. Cormeilles 
thus described how he operates upon chil­ 
dren who are pursuing courses likely to 
cause them and their parents misery; 
After having called the child Into my office, 
a place not at ail familiar, therefore making 
upon him a first impression, I take an air, grave 
and resigned. The child is seated before me, 
and taking his hand, looking fixedly in his 
e je s .l speak to him, slowly, sottly. hut fiimly, 
in an even tone, without raising or lowering the 
voice, and w ith 'th is monotony prepare the 
child for sleep. 
In this sleep the child's will is enfeebled: 
then I speak to him of his fault, or of his bad 
habits, and make him feel she inconveniences 
or the dangers, and show him the consequences, 
making him feel that faults or vices will di­ 
minish the affection of his parents, weaken the 
confidence, esteem and sympathy cl his friends 
and teachers. We inspire regrets, a desire lor 
pardon and a resolution to reform. The child 
is asleep and I deprive him of his elements of 
resistance. I do not wish to substitute my will 
tor his, but to lead him to think as 1 do. With­ 
out impatience, I try this again aud again, 
striving to conquer. 
Slowly the child feels 
the gravity of its position, and tries the rem ­ 
edy. 
iu this way idle, turbulent, even wicked chil­ 
dren are completely subjugated, aud if the cure 
be slow it is noue the less certain. 
Should 
Futre be a relapse I do not hesitate to recom­ 
mence the treatment and continue it untii a 
complete cure be effected. 
If the eminent physician is correct in 
liis statements of the efficacy of this treat­ 
ment, then his discovery confers upon 
m ankind manifold blessings, and gives to 
the doctrine of “suggestion” an 
im port­ 
ance superior to all claims for it as a 
means of healing or of effecting cures in 
invalids supposed to have passed the stage 
where reparation of the wasting body is 
possible. 


C re m a tio n is m aking its way steadily 
in this country. 
There are now twenty- 
two crematories in the L’nited States, and 
the disfavor w ith which crem ation was 
looked upon a few years ago is rapidly 
passing away. 
It is not a dozen years 
since H ealth Officers refused to issue per­ 
mits for the disposal of bodies by crema- 
tiou. 
Now they issue them whenever 
asked for without interposition of any ob­ 
jection. 
Fifteeu years ago there was not 
a crematory in the country, and no case of 
incineration was known in the U nited 
States by the processes science has evolved 
for the operation. 
The clergy, to a man, 
opposed cremation twenty years ago. 
To­ 
day the Roman Catholic 
clergy only 
stand out against it w ith church denunci­ 
ation. 
Every priest who lias written 
against it lately has been driven to the 
last wall of defense erected upon custom. 
“Tradition,” they exclaim, “has given us 
burial, therefore burial alone should have 
the sanction of the church.” 
Yet, in 
Italy, a Catholic country, there are more 
crematories than in any other nation, and 
a recent distinguished w riter from that 
country declares th at cremations increase 
so rapidly that in a very few years at the 
outside it will be the common mode for 
disposal of the dead. 
W e are rapidly ap­ 
proaching th at time when the public 
judgment will be th at earth burial adds to 
the horrors of death, and th at instead of 
“the decent chemistry of the soil,” as 
Bishop Coxe puts it, resolving our re­ 
mains harmlessly, it does nothing of the 
kind, hut really poisons earth and atmos­ 
phere, spreads contagious diseases and im- 
[terils the health and life of those left be­ 
hind. 


S t a n l e y ’s reception in England by 
royalty was a fitting tribute to heroism 
and the faithful discharge of duty assumed. 
It is the fashion in certain quarters to 
sneer at Stanley because he went out in 
the interests of the English, and with a 
view of extending their possessions in 
Africa. 
Adm it it, what then? 
Suppose 
it had been the U nited States instead of 
England that had sought broader foothold 
on the Dark Continent, would we have 
considered Stanley as a mere grasping ad­ 
venturer if he had served us as well as he 
has the E nglish? 
The tru th is he has 
done more for geographical science than 
he has for England, hut w ithout the aid of 
the latter he could have accomplished 
nothing. 
H e returns a poor man and will 
probably so rem ain—he is not of the 
money getting order of m en: he is an ex­ 
plorer pure and simple, aud as such has 
won the adm iration and deserves the 
thanks of tiie civilized world. 


A d isp o sitio n is manifest to introduce 
tiicks, 
deceits 
and 
rowdyism 
into 
the game of baseball as played by the 
“ Leagues” and ‘'Brotherhoods.” 
Unless 
this tendency is instantly suppressed the 
“national game” will fall into disfavor. 
The general public attend the games now 
to witness exhibitions of skill, hut if the 
contests degenerate into jockeying and 
struggles to confuse and disconcert the 
players the people will cease to pay their 
coin to the managers. 


Jam es W elch of Middletown, Conn., 
having been told th at the force of a dyna­ 
mite explosion was downward, rnacíe a 
practical test of this principle a few days 
ago by boring a big hole into a monstrous 
gnarled log, into which he put a lot of 
dynamite, ignited a short-tim e fuse and 
carelessly sat down astride one end of the 
log.

THE TUB. COMMISSION. 


What Its Various Deputies are Doing 
aud Trying to Do. 
An im portant meeting of the State Fish 
Commissioners was held yesterday at the 
Bay, at which President Rontier presided. 
The report of J. G. W oodbury, Superin­ 
tendent of Hatcheries, was read. Since 
the last meeting Mr. W oodbnry has been 
to Lake Tahoe to begin the spring work 
there, and he found the snow very deep, 
the house being entirely buried in the 
snow. Repairs were found necessary to 
the flume. Some delay was caused by the 
roads being blocked, and a steamer was 
chartered to take the outfit up to the mouth 
of Taylor creek. After providing for the 
comfort of the expedition, the seine was 
drawn several nights, but few fish were 
caught. The streams were low, the water 
cold and the season backward. 
W hat 
spawn was 
obtained was sent to the 
hatchery at Tahoe. Messrs. H unt and 
Benton will continue fishing until the 
hatchery is full of eggs. Mr. W oodbnry 
went to Sisson and found the 400,000 young 
salmon in good order. 
At Shovel creek 1,200,000 trout eggs were 
taken. 
A rrangem ents have been made 
with the North Pacific Game and Fish 
Club to receive 100,000 trout eggs from 
Shovel creek and hatch them out at Glen 
Ellen and distribute the young trout into 
Sonoma creek and the Russian river and 
its branches. The club has arranged to do 
this free of cost. Arrangem ents have also 
been made with Mr. Knox and Mr. Green 
to ship them 50,000 eyed trout eggs from 
Shovel creek to the hatchery on Los Gatos 
creek. They will batch out these eggs and 
distribute the young fish, one half into the 
headwaters of Los Gatos creek, and one- 
half into the headwaters of San LoreDzo 
creek. 
Fifty thousand trout eggs will be shipped 
to Alexander Badlain’s new hatchery near 
Mouot St. Helena. These eggs will be a 
good addition to the streams in iheir vicin­ 
ity, and cost but little to the State. 
Four hundred thousand trout eggs will 
be shipped this week from Shovel creek 
to the hatchery at Sissons. As soon as the 
roads are open to McCloud the Eastern 
irout will be shipped there and to Mr. 
Stanford at Vina; also, to the west fork of 
the Saeramento river, Shasta and 
Big 
Springs in Siskiyou county. 
The report of F. B. Callenden, Chief of 
Patrol, showed that the cases of the Chi­ 
nese arrested for fishing with bag nets have 
all been disposed of. That of Van ChiDg 
was dismissed by Judge Rix on account of 
being out of the Court’s jurisdiction.

SUTTER FORT TREE-PLANTING. 


A Lady Presents Some Suggestions on the 
Subject. 
Eds R ecord U nion; About four or five 
m onths ago I went to General Marline and 
suggested the idea of the ladies taking tbe 
m atter in their hands and planting trees 
011 the Sutter Fort property as soon as the 
property was purchased. General Marline 
then wished me to put my plan in writing, 
but I did not then do it, as there was so 
much doubt about securing the property. 
My plan was this : 
After due notice given to the ladies, call­ 
ing them together, and organizing and 
electing officers, and appointing a comm it­ 
tee that would act prom ptly in Ihe matter, 
to get a blank book to record the names of 
all the ladies that would help in the work. 
Have a plot of the land and mark off the 
space required between the trees, and num ­ 
ber each stake for a tree, and as the ladies 
give their names promising a tree out tbe 
num ber down with the ,name. For in­ 
stance, commence at the southwest corner 
to num ber, CHlliDg the corner tree No. I, 
and so on all around the park. 
Have the stakes all in tor the trees num ­ 
bered, and as the nam e is recorded and 
num bered that lady can plant her tree 
when she is ready to do so. I think it 
would be better, perhaps, to nam e a day, 
aud ps many as possible plant on that day, 
each lady planting a tree where her num ­ 
ber is found. 
Nothing can be done, of 
course, until next fall, and all will have 
ample tim e to prepare for the work. 
I would suggest that the name and num ­ 
ber of each lady who plants a tree or more 
be preserved ar.d placed in the fort, with 
the kind of tree planted. 
A nother thing I 
would suggest is th is : T hat every tree 
planted be the very choicest kind, and no 
others. 
I have some other ideas that may 
be of use, but will defer speaking of them 
now, as I have not the time. I start East 
to-morrow, to be gone a few m ouths, and 
hope by the tim e I return some action will 
be t^ken in this m atter that will am ount to 
som ething more than this article.

ORGARIZÉD AT 
ORANGE VALE COLONY. 


A L ively D iscussion Over a Proposed 
N ew County Road—Mr. Tebbets 


as a Protector. 


The B >ard of Supervisors met again yes­ 
terday morning, all the members being 
present. 
John McCullough, of Amador county, 
attempted to induce the Board to rescind an 
order made Monday by which a gate is per­ 
m itted to be maintained on the road ru n ­ 
ning by way of Michigan Bar and P ly­ 
m outh into Amador. After a brief discus­ 
sion, however, the m atter wa3 dropped and 
no action taken. 
Several 
gentlemen, representing 
the 
Orange Vale Company, addressed the Su­ 
pervisors in relation to the proposed or­ 
ganization of a school district in 
the 
colony. 
It vras set forth that there were 
children in Orange Vale who have no 
school privileges whatever, the long dis­ 
tance to the Roberts District m aking it 
practically impossible for them to attend 
school therein. 
The Company propose to 
erect a building on the colony for the pur­ 
poses of a school-room and hall. It in ­ 
tended to donate the house to the residents 
of the colony, and the services of a teacher 
would be paid by private subscription. 
Already fifteen pupils had signified a w ill­ 
ingness to enter, leaving a m em bershio of 
twenty or more to the Roberts school.' It 
was proposed to have the school building 
ready for occupancy in June. 
The 
Board 
unanim ously decided to 
grant the petition. 
_ City Trustee W olf dropped in at this 
juncture and held a whispered conversa­ 
tion with several members. The result 
was that Mr. Tebbets got up and moved 
that it be the sense of the Board that the 
chain-ging of the County Jail be employed 
in breaking rock and granite for the tises 
of the city and county, and that the m atter 
be referred to the Committee on Roads and 
Bridges for a conference with the City 
Trustees as to the place and date of begin­ 
ning operations. Carried. 
The request of J. P. Counts, representing 
the Red Men’s Picnic Committee, for the 
keeping of the roads adjoining Natoma 
Grove tree from obstructions on Monday 
next, was granted. The gentleman stated 
that it was proposed not to dispense intox­ 
icants in the grove, and it was not desired 
to perm it others so to do outside of the 
grounds. 
Road District Xo. 7 was granted perm is­ 
sion to incur indebtedness of $250 for im ­ 
provements. Supervisor Bates fought the 
proposition savagely, but it went through 
just the same. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
After recess the bids for furnishing sup­ 
plies to the County Hospital for the next 
three m ouths were opened and then re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Contracts. 
The petition ol J. H . Allen and others 
for a new county road near Guthrie Station 
was on motion of Mr. Tebbets granted, 
and the road formally declared a public 
highway. The m atter was fullv heard at 
the April session of the Board. 
The m atter of the petition of F. E. San­ 
ders and others for a new road running 
from Brighton to the Upper Stockton road, 
then came up, and interested the Board for 
the rem ainder of the afternoon. 
The proposed new road cuts off a portion 
of a field owned by Supervisor Bates, and 
the latter was bitterly opposed to it. He 
and Mrs. Iirusie were ihe non-consenters to 
the petition. 
Mrs. Brusie was not present 
at the session, but Mr. Bates said he would 
speak for her. 
H e said the road was un­ 
necessary, as there was another road near 
,Yy which answered all purposes. 
Mr. 
-.-ates said that bis place contained but 
thirteen and a quarter acres, aud if be gave 
any of it up for a road it would leave him 
very little. 
Xbner Burns, who was one of ihe advo­ 
cates of the new road, replied to Mr. Bates 
warmly. 
He said lliat everybody in the 
neighborhood was willing 
to give the 
county the land for the road, because they 
all realized that it would be a great benefit 
to them . 
It would lessen the distance to 
Sacramento and would be a great conven­ 
ience. 
Bates contradicted Burns, and the latter 
talked back. The two had it up and down 
for awhile, until Chairm an Ross called 
them to order. 
Supervisor Tebbets asked Burns if the 
proposed new road wes not intended more 
as a drain for their ranches than for public 
travel. 
Mr. Burns replied that it would assist 
the drainage greatly, but iu this respect 
would benefit Mr Bates and Mis. Brusie 
more than anyone else. 
"I don't likethisdraining business at all,” 
said Mr.Tebbets, hotly. “ We have nothing 
but complaint from the people Iivingin the 
low tr part of the coqut.7 pa account of ihe 
people above (hem draining their ranches 
down upon them . They'll be bringing 
damage suits against us the first thing- we 
know .'’ 
“ 
N. D. Gage, another of the petitioners for 
the new road, declared that it would not act 
as a drain lor his ranch. 
There was a 
natural flow oí water, and the road would 
only serve to carry it off sooner in its nat­ 
ural course. 
Ben Leonard was strongly in favor of the 
road, and declared that it would be an out­ 
rage if the Board did not grant it. The 
county had no right to refuse to open a 
road which was a necessity. The drainage 
question had nothing to" do with i t 
In 
conclusion, 
Mr. 
Leonard 
announced 
that if the Board would grant the road, 
the Monte Vista Company would donate 
a magnificent road through its tract, sixty 
feet wide, all graded and planted with or­ 
ange aud olive trees, which road would 
connect with the proposed new road, and 
thus make direct 
connection 
between 
Brighton aDd the upper Stockton road. 
“Suppose the road should drain the ranches 
around there, wnat of it ?’’ asked Mr. Leon­ 
ard. 
“ It should not8ffect the Board in 
granting it when it is necessary to the trav­ 
eling public. 
If other people suffer, why 
that's their look-out, not ours.” 
“Oh, b o !” ejaculated Mr. Tebbets, “ I 
thought that was it. Of course you don't 
care if o'her people have to suffer as long 
as your land is all right. People on the 
lower Stockton road can be drowned out in 
w inter for all you care. But I'll tell you. 
sir, that as long as I’m a Supervisor I’ll 
oppose any such proposition. I propose 
that these people shall be protected.” 
Mr. Leonard wanted to reply lo the 
Supervisors. 
Mr. Burns said "be could 
throw some light on the matter, and 
Supervisor Bates was anxious for another 
ahy at Burns. They all began talking at 
once, and none were in the best of humor. 
Chairm an Koss poured oil on the troubled 
waters, however. H e called Mr. Greer to 
the chair, and then taking the fioor said be 
thought matters had gone far enough. 
8ome of the Supervisors, he said, were un­ 
fam iliar with tbe country through which 
the new road is to pass, and he thought it 
would be a good idea to give them an op­ 
portunity to familiarize themselves with it. 
H e therefore moved that the m atter be 
postponed until the June session of the 
Board. 
After some haggling this motion w»s 
carried and tbe Board adjourned, it then 
being supper-time.

The Board of Managers of the Protestant Or­ 
phan Asylum ot Sacramento submits the fol­ 
lowing report of the condition of its affairs to 
the Association. 
To-day ushers in the twenty-third year of the 
existence of the Association in its office of char 
ity. Mow well the work of caring for the little 
waifs intrusted to its charge has been carried 
on we leave to those most interested to judge. 
At the commencement of the year there were 
133 orphans, half-orphans and destitute chil­ 
dren in the asylum, of which 63 were girls and 
70 boys. Since then 15 have been admitted, 
making a total of 178 cared for during some 
part of the year. 
Of this number 54 have 
been 
discharged, 
having been 
taken 
by 
relatives, placed 
in 
good 
homes 
or 
le­ 
gally 
adopted, tour 
having been sent as 
far as Pennsylvania to near relatives. Two 
have died, one having been delicate when 
taken under our charge. Of the 122 remaining, 
64 are girls and 58 are boys; 16 are full orphaus: 
eight have beeu abandoned by father, mother or 
both: while the remaining 98 are half orphans. 
California counties represented are: Amador, 
Alameda, Butte, Colusa, Contra losta, El Do­ 
rado, Fresno, Los Angeles. Monterev, Nevada, 
Placer, Solauo, Santa Barbara, Santa’ciara, San 
Francisco, Sacramento, San Joaquin, Stauislaus, 
Shasta, '1 ehama, Yolo aud Y'uba, 22 in all. The 
health of the inmates of the asylum has beeu 
remarkably good during the year. In Juuuary 
and February there were a number ot cases of 
la grippe, but none of unuiual seriousness, and 
at present all are iu robust health. 
1 he school is in a prosperous condition. The 
city furnishes two excellent teachers, Mrs. Bas­ 
sett, who has charge of grades ranging from 
Seventh to Fourth, and Miss Ogden,who teaches 
the grades known as high and low Eighth. 
Eighty-four children attend school on the prem­ 
ises, and ten attend the grammar school. Of 
the remainder, nearly all are in the nursery. 
The teachers iu the Sunday School, who are 
most faithful and devoted to their work, are 
Mr. Shoemaker.

The generous Thanksgiving dinner furnished 
through the kindness of N. 1). Rideout was en­ 
joyed with the thorough delight that children 
bring to such treats. Tbe Christmas dinner and 
tree were sou roes of great pleasure to the little 
folks, both in anticipation aud realization. 
During the spring of last year the children, by 
invitation, attended the Union Sunday School 
and Caledonian picnics, aud enjoyed them 
greatly. 
Lack of means has prevented many desired 
improvements during tne past year, and none 
have been made, except some necessary filling 
in of low places and the laying of a substantial 
concrete walk in front yard irom gate to house.

SHOT IN JA IL . 


G rover C leveland is Said to H ave B een 
R e p o rte d C orrectly. 
New Y ork, May 6th. — Frederick C. 
Crawford, the reporter of the World who in­ 
terviewed Grover Cleveland 
on 
editor 
Dana, has written a letter to the editor of 
Frank Leslie s Newspaper, in which he im ­ 
pugns Cleveland's veracity and affirms the 
truthfulness of the interview as printed. 
Crawford’s interview, at the dictation of 
powerful politicians, was repudiated by the 
World, which went back on its own re­ 
porter and made the statem ent that its 
news was faked, all for the sake of helping 
Cleveland oat of a tight place. The credit 
of this unusaal, and, indeed, almost un­ 
precedented, act on the part of that paper 
is to be given to ex-Secretary of the Navy 
W hitney, who brought his personal and 
business “pull” to hear on the World and 
succeeded. The florid convicted itselt of 
faking, even when it Knew that it had told 
but the truth. 
Crawford is a newspaper man w ith sev­ 
eral years' experience and has done a large 
am ount of interviewing, and says that this 
case is the firet in which auy one of his in­ 
terviews has been 
disputed. 
Crawford 
speaks of Cleveland’s repudiation of the 
interview, and uses these words near the 
beginning of his letter: 
"I assert, on my 
honor, that Mr. Cleveland was correctly re­ 
ported in the interview in question. He 
was not misrepresented in any particular. 
I did not write out all that Mr. Cleveland 
Baid, but what I did write was a faithful 
and acc urate report of his conversation. 
Much of whai was omitted was sim ply u n ­ 
printable in any respectaMe journal.’’^ 
Crawford tells very m inutely the particu­ 
lars of the interview. The city editor of 
the World showed him a W ashington story 
in the Sun to the effect that Cleveland was 
gaining flesh at the rate of twenty-five 
pounds a m onth, and told him to go and 
interview Cleveland. H e went to Cleve­ 
land's law office and sent in his card as a 
reporter. They had three-quarters of an 
hour's talk. Cleveland spoke freely and 
deliberately, and seemed to be in a per­ 
fectly norm al condition. 
W hen Crawford spoke of the Sun article 
Cleveland said he had not seen it. He 
never read the Sun, and w ouldn’t touch it 
w ith a pair of tongs. Then Crawford gave 
him the gist of it, and Cleveland straight­ 
ened up and made use of a profane expres­ 
sion reflecting on the chastity of Mr. Dana’s 
m other. 
Cleveland then launched into 
vigorous denunciation of Dana, calling him 
a blackguard, vagabond 
and 
dastardly 
scoundrel. 
H e also characterized him as a 
senile old liar and thief, with the addition 
of a profane prefix. There was considera­ 
ble profanity throughout the interview, but 
none of this was published. 
W hen the interview had lasted some 
time Cleveland asked how m uch of his talk 
Crawford was going to write up, and taking 
a pad up, said: 
“I will write a little som e­ 
thing to guide you.” 
H e then wrote a few 
lines, closing as follows: "H e (must) be 
his own judge of social decencies and pro­ 
prieties. 
I am not sure that he should at 
this time of life and in his peculiar mental 
condition be molested in bis am usem ent.” 
Part of the interview Cleveland did not 
write, but spoke. H e alluded to his wife, 
and said that Dana had not confined his 
attacks to him . H e made war on women 
as well as men. Attacks on Mrs. Cleve­ 
land had not been made openly or directly, 
but by Mr. Dana's favorite m ethod—innu­ 
endo and indirection. 
“Cleveland said distinctly,” says Craw­ 
ford, “ ‘th e ----------------------------- old thief 
Dana has not hesitated to drag m y wife’s 
nam e into his scurrilous attacks. A mart 
who makes war on women is infamous.’ ” 
_ Cleveland spoke with considerable feel­ 
ing in regard to the unw arranted use that 
had beeD made of Mrs. Cleveland’s name 
by the m alignant editor. H e said if Dana 
was not in his dotage, with one foot in the 
grave, his senile ravings would attack more 
attention. The public was disposed to look 
w ith some lenieDcy on a m an that has 
paresis. This was all that saved Dai:a 
from being held to strict accountability for 
his atrocious conduct. 
Crawford closes by saying that nothing 
was said to the effect that any portion of 
the interview was private, and declares that 
he could have had no possible motive for 
misrepresenting the ex-President. 


TH E OTHER SIDE. 
New Y ork, May 6th.—Under the head­ 
ing “A T ruthful Statem ent,” the New 
Y ork World begins a long statem ent by 
saying: 
“The lying of the Boured malignante, 
and the false conceptions of the envious 
and calnm nisting agents of the press, make 
it necessary that the World should print a 
truthful statem ent concerning the recent 
Íiublication involving ex-President Cleve- 
and.” 
The article then says that a reporter was 
sent to interview Mr. Cleveland in refer­ 
ence to the statem ent in the Sun touching 
the ex-President's alleged obesity. The re­ 
porter returned with a scrap of paper on 
which Cleveland had written about a hun­ 
dred words, in which the following occurs : 
“Of course the entire thing is a lie. I 
judge that the venerable editor of the Sun 
supposes he has at last hit upon a subject 
which can be used to annoy me. 
In this 
he is mistaken. He m ust be his own judge 
of social deoencies and proprieties. 
Ia m 
not sure that he should, at nis time of life 
and in his apparently peculiar m ental con­ 
dition. be molested in his am usem ent.” 
The reporter further averred that Mr. 
Cleveland bad talked freely concerning the 
editor of the Sun; had denounced him 
with m arked vehemence, and had given 
him (the reporter, to understand that what 
he had said was intended for publication. 
The ifor.Vf* e iit.ria l continues: 
“ W hile the language attributed to Mr. 
Cleveland was coarse and intemperate, it 
was believed in the World office that Mr. 
Cleveland wa3 incensed by the long con 
tinued misrepresentations and abuse, and 
that he bad finally made np his mind to 
express him se.i touching his persecutor in 
term s which, while emphatic, were not 
altogether unw arranted. 
The policy of 
thus retaliating upon the venomous black­ 
guard was Dot considered. 
“The reporter who had served the World 
faithfully for several years, aud the ac 
curacy of whose work had never been 
called in question, prepared a report of the 
interview.' and upon his repeated declara­ 
tion Mr. Cleveland consented to the inter­ 
view. The matter, including that portion 
penned by Mr. Cleveland, was inserted in 
the World. 
If there had been the slightest 
question as to Mr. Cleveland’s wish to have 
the American people know som ething of 
his opinion of the editor of the Sun, the 
m atter would not have been printed. 
“On the afternoon of the day of the 
publication Colonel Daniel Lamont called 
at the M'orld office with a typewriter copy 
from Mr. Cleveland, in which the gentle­ 
m an denied specifically having used the 
language attributed to him concerning Mr. 
Dana, beyond that which he had prepared 
w ith his own band, as given above. This 
naturally created some surprise. 
‘Lamont was told that the matter would 
be looked into, and after an investigation 
he returned to :be office with a stili more 
elaborate repudiation of the interview from 
Mr. Cleveland 
Then Colonel Cockerill 
called on Cleveland, and the latter gentle­ 
m an said he could account for the misrep­ 
resentation saddled upon him on the the­ 
ory that the reporter had uttered many of 
the sentim ents himself, and. finding his 
utterances tacitly accepted, had attributed 
them to the person interviewed and not to 
the interviewer, this style of interviewing 
being not altogether unknown in some sec­ 
tions of the country. The World accepted 
Mr. Cleveland's explanation. In conse­ 
quence, an editorial apology was prepared 
and published. Then the reporter who 
wrote the interview tendered his resigna­ 
tion the next day, which was accepted. 
The World concludes: “These are the 
exact facts, and all the stories concerning 
the political influences, personal im portun­ 
ities, motives, etc., are pure fabrications.” 
DAHA MAKES ISO COMMEKT. 
T he Sun this m orning publishes the 
World editorial of Sunday with reporter 
Crawford’s statem ent, but has not a word 
to say editorially. The paper publishes a 
dispatch from Buffalo giving the details of 
the funeral of the uncle of the ex Presi­ 
dent. The latter could not attend, owing 
to an attack of rheum atism . The Conclud­ 
ing lines of the dispatch say : “The funeral, 


“ O ur W ives a n d D au g h ters M ust an d 
S h all be P ro te c te d .” 
Columbia (S. C.), May 6:h. — W illie 
Leaphart, a colored lad, was shot aud 
killed in the Lexington jail Sunday night. 
Leaphart was convicted of assault on Rosa 
Cannon, a young white girl, and was sen­ 
tenced to be banged on April 18th. To 
prevent lynching he was taken to the 
Colum bia’ jail, but on a guaranty of his 
safety by the citizens, be was returned to 
Lexington. H e had been respited pending 
a motion for a new trial. 
Later accounts indicate that the lynch­ 
ers succeeded in entering the cell after 
shooting Leaphart once, and then were 
alm ost compelled to continue the shooting 
on account of his desperate resistance. 
Sheriff Drafts of Lexington telegraphed 
Governor Richardson as follows: “ Last 
night about 2 o’clock a posse of men broke 
down the door to my sleeping apartm ents 
w ith a large ham m er, took the keys Irom 
me by force, opened the jail door and shot 
Leaphart several times. I think several of 
the posse can be identified. The Coroner 
has impaneled a jury to view the body, 
and has telegraphed the Solicitor to be 
here to-morrow a t !) a. m , to which time 
the jury has adjourned.” 
A witness of the occurrence says: “ The 
men went directly to the jail. After secur­ 
ing the keys they unlocked the main door, 
and entered door after door until Leap- 
h art’s cell was reached. This they could 
not open with the keys. Leaphart watched 
the mob, and, realizing that he would be 
killed, seized a long iron rod and awaited 
the attack. As the lynchers shot through 
the grating of his cell he fought like a 
maniac, wounding one of the party. Some 
five hundred shots were poured into the 
cell, and the m an was literally riddled 
w ith bullets, which were picked up after­ 
ward in the room by handfulls." 
Pasted on a tree in front of the jail was 
the follow ing: “Governor Richardson and 
Judge Wallace are responsible for lynch 
law in Lexington county. Our wives and 
daughters m ust and shall be protected at 
any and every hazard.” 
In the cell with Leaphart was another 
prisoner named Forster, a bogus detective, 
who got the first wound in the fray, being 
shot through the arm . Forster shouted out: 
“Gentlemen, if you don’t waut to kill us 
both, for God’s sake let me out I"

G R EA T CO N FLA G RA TIO N . 


T he S inger Sew ing M achine W orks D e­ 
stro y ed by F ire. 
N ewark (N. J.), May 6th.—To-night a 
fire broke out in the extensive works of the 
Singer Sewing Machine Works at Eliza- 
bethport, and by 1 a. m. it is lost beyond 
all hopes 
The fire started in the front 
pan of the building, and from lack of re­ 
sistance spread to all parts of the massive 
structure. 
The tire departm ent is unable to cope 
with the blaze. The buildings being soaked 
with oil and paints, burned like tinder. 
The buildings occupied thirty-two acres, 
and had a dock frontage on Newark Bay of 
800 feet. There were over four miles of 
railway in the yards, and the weekly wage 
bill reached $40,000. 
To add to the excitement and danger the 
tanks of glycerine began to explode, the 
explosions following 
one another and 
throwing the flames to a great distance. 
From this time on the flames ate their 
way steadily through, and the main fac­ 
tory was burned completely down to the 
first floor. A few seconds later and the 
structure was leveled to the ground. It 
became evident that it would be only with 
difficulty that the flames could be checked 
from spreading to other buildines. 
The 
estimated loss is $300,000, covered with in­ 
surance. 
‘ 
. 
At 1:30 o’clock the fire still covered an 
immense am ount of ground, having caught 
several adjoining buildings. 
The iarge 
buildings are still safe. 
The company 
gives means of livelihood to 3,300 peo­ 
ple 
and are able to turn out 
1,500 
sewing machines daily. The m anufacture 
of these machines involves a daily con­ 
sumption ot 80,000 tons of pig iron daily.
